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ARTICLE II 

OBJECTIVE 

1. The objective of this Agreement is to define and establish the general principles 
which shall apply to the initiation, conduct, and management of Annexes related to 
environmental technology research and development projects between the Parties to 
provide for the exchange of research, development, test and evaluation information of 
mutual interest on environmental technology matters and for the perfonmmce of 
research, development, test and evaluation activities on environmental technology 
matters of mutual interest. 

1. Detailed terms and conditions of each individual Project shall be in accordance with 
this Agreement and be recorded in Annexes to this Agreement. E::ach Project Annex 
sktll include. as a minimum, provisions conceming the objective. scope of,\ork. 
management structure. financial arrangements, contractual arrangements (if required) 
and responsibilities of the Parties in accordance with the format set fm1b in Annex A 
to the extent practicable. 

3. U.S. participation will include the Office of the Secretary of Defense, Am1y. 1\.;avy 
and Air Force. 

4. Swedish pal1icipation will include the Aimed Forces, supported by the following 
agencies: the National Fortification Administration, the Defence Material 
Administration and the Swedish Defence Research Agency. 



ARTICLE III 

SCOPE OF WORK 

1. rh.: scope ol'work for this Agreement shall encompass research and development 
collaboration and information exchange on basic research, exploratory and advanced 
development technologies whose maturation may lead to the development ol' 
environmental protection systems. Projects may range from information exchange to 
conceptual studies to joint environmental experiments. In formation that may be used 
directly in the final design or in the manufacture of a prototype or production item or 
system will not be provided by either Party. Any specific prototypes, full-scale 
development or production programs which arc based upon collaboration under one 
or more Project Annexes to this Agreement are outside the scope of this Agreement 
and shall requm; conclusion of separate agreements. 

2. Experience. information and VIews on selected environmental issues \\ill be Initially 
exchanged in the t()llmving areas: 

a. Eftorts to reduce or eliminate adverse environmental impacts on air. \\atcr and 
land due to armed forces installations and activities. 

b. Methods to measure, predict, and mitigate the effects of noise related to 
defense systems operations. 

c. Efforts to monitor, remediate and restore environments contaminated by 
defense activities. 

d. Guidelines and techniques for disposal of defense material/\\ astcs. 

c. L1ctoring environmental considerations into the acquisition and procurement 
of equipment and facilities. 

f. Efforts to implement pollution prevention and source reduction measures on 
naval ships and at defense installations. 

g. Development of environmental training and education programs to increase 
environmental awareness in the armed forces. 

h. EfTorts to develop techniques needed for successful multiple resource 
management on defense installations in light of military operations. 

1. Et1orts to conserve and enhance nature and wildlife in areas used t()r military 
actiVIties. 

3. Individual Projects will be established by the Parties to address specific areas ofjnint 
activity or information exchange. 
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ARTICLE IV 

\'IANAGE!VIF.NT 

1. The Parties shall appoint a standing Steering Committee (SC). with an equal number 
of members !'rom each Party. which \\ill direct and administer ProJects on an overall 
Jc, cl (JI1 behalr oft he Parties. The SC will meet altematively in the l 'nitcd States and 
s,, eden on a biannual or as-needed basis. 

2. The SC will schedule \\·orking groups to address the environmental areas described in 
Article III. When these working groups decide a particular area \\'arrants further 
attention. the Parties will enter into a Project Annex to this Agreement to establish a 
Project for that area. 

J. The SC shall be responsible for: 

a. exl!rcising policy and management direction during the course of Project 
imp I emcntati on. 

h. momtoring overall ProJect implementation. including Project execution. 
specifications, milestones. cost and financial requirements. 

c. recommending amendments to this Agreement to the Parties. 

d. exercising overall authority over Project Officers in accordance with this 
Agreement. 

4. Project Officers (POs) shall be appointed for each Project. POs shall han~ the primary 
responsibility Cor implementation. management. and directwn of a Proi cct in 
accordance with this Agreement. 

5. If needed. a separate Steering Committee may be designated in the Project Annex to 
provide specific policy and management direction to the POs during the execution of 
a specific Project. 



ARTICLE Y 

FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 

I. Each Party shall contribute its equitable share of the full costs of each Project. 
111cluding on~rhead and administrative costs. The assignment of work shall represent 
an equitable sharing of work to be performed under each Project. Fach Party shall 
rccciYc an equitable share of the results of each Project. 

2. The following costs shall be born..: entirely by the Party incuning the costs: 

a. Costs associated v.:ith any unique national requirements identified hy a Party 

b. Costs associated with attendance at, and hosting oC meetings and work1ng 
groups. 

c. Any other costs outside the scope ofthis Agreement and its Project .~\nnexcs. 

3. A Party shall promptly notify the other Pmiy if available funds are not adequate to 
fulfill its obligations under this Agreement or a Project Annex. If a Party notifies the 
other Party that it is terminating or reducing its funding for a Project, both Parties 
slull immediately consult with a vie\\. toward continuation on a changed or reduced 
basis. 

4. The financial arrangements for a specific Project will be provided in the Annex tor 
that Project. 



ARTICLE \'I 

CONTRACTUAL PRO\'ISIOJ'IS 

1. I r '"·it her Party determines that contracting is necessary to fulfill that Party's obligations 
under the scope of work of a Project Annex of this Agreement, that Party shall 
Contract in accordance \\'ith its national laws, regulations, policies and procedures. 

2. W:H::n one Party individually contracts to undertake a task under a ProJect Annex to 
this ;\greement, it shall be solely responsible for its 0\\'11 contracting, and the other 
Party shall not be subject to any liability arising from such Contracts without its 
\\'ri tten agreement. 

3. For all contracting activities perfonned by either Party. the POs shall he provided a 
copy oLd! statements of work prior to the development of solicitations to ensure that 
they arc consistent with the provisions ofthis Agreement and the applicable Annex. 

4. Each Party's contractmg agency shall negotiate to obtain the rights to usc and disclose 
Project Inl<.1rmation required by ARTfCLE VIII (Disclosure and Lsc oi' Project 
lnt(mJJation). Each Party's contracting <~gency shall insert into its prospective 
('(•ntracts (and require its subcontractors to insert in subcontracts) suitable prO\ isions 
to ,;atisl~· the requirements of ARTICLE VIII (Disclosure and l.ise of Project 
lnf(mnation), ARTICLE IX (Controlled Information), ARTICLE XI (Security), 
ARTICLE XII (Third Party Sales and Transfers). and ARTICLE XVII (General 
Provisions) including suitable provisions to ensure compliance with the Parties' 
respective export control laws and regulations. During the contracting process, each 
Party's contracting officer shall advise prospective Contractors of their obligation to 
immediately notify the contracting agency before Contract award i r thev are sub) ect to 
any license or agreement that will restrict that Party's freedom to disclose information 
or permit its use. The contracting officer will also advise Prospective Contractors to 
employ their best efforts not to enter into any new agreement or arrangement that shall 
result 111 restrictions. 

5. The transfer of export-controlled information furnished by one Pa11y \\'ill be 
authorized by the Govemment ofthe furnishing Party only to those Contractors of the 
other Party who vvilllimit the end use ofthe information received for the sole purpose 
of furthering the purposes authorized under this Agreement. The Parties \\'ill establish 
legal aJTangements with their contractors to ensure that their Contractors do not 
rctransfcr or othcnYise use export-controlled information for any purpose other than 
the pmvoses authorized under this Agreement. Such legal arrangements \\'ill also 
pro,·ide that the Contractor \\'ill not rdransfer the export-controlled information to 
anuther Contractor or subcontractor unless that Contractor or subcontractor has been 
lc~ ;llly bound to limit use of the information to the purposes authorized under this 
A i:-'-rccm cnt. 

6. The transfer of export-controlled information fumished hy one Party will he 
authorized by the CiO\ emment of the furnishing Party only to those Prospecli\ c 
Contractors of the other Party who \Villlimit the end use of the information received 
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l(ll the sole purpose of responding to a solicitation issued by the other Pany in 
furtherance ofthe purposes authorized under the Agreement. The Parties \\ill 
establish legal arrangements with their prospective Contractors to ensure that their 
Prospective Contractors do not retransfer or other\\ ise usc export-controlled 
information i(x any purpose other than responding to the solicitatiOn. Pmspecti\ c 
Contractors will not be authorized any other end use If they are not awarded a 
Contract. Such legal arrangements \Viii also provide that the Prospecti\c Contractors 
\\ill not retransfer the export-controlled information to prospectin~ subcontractor 
unless that prospective subcontractor has been legally bound to limit usc of the 
e.\purl-c\mtrllllcd information for the purpose of responding to the solicitation. 

7. ln the L'' cnt a J>~1rty's contracting agency is unable to secure adequate ng.hts to usc and 
disclose Project Information as requin:d by ARTICLE VIII (Disclosure and l 'se of 
Project Information), or is notified by contractors or potential Contractors ur any 
restrictions on the disclosure and usc of information. that Party's PO shall notify the 
ut her Party's PO () r th~: ITStnctions. 

8. Each Party's PO shall promptly advise the other Party's PO of any cost growth. 
schedule delay. or perfonnance problems of any Contractor for which its contracting 
agency is responsible. 
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ARTICLE VII 

PROJECT EQUIPMENT 

l. Each Party may provide Project Equipment identified as being necessary ror executing 
a Project to the other Party. Project Equipment shall remain the property of the 
proYiding Pm1y. A list of all Project Equipment provided by one Party to another shall 
he de\·eloped and maintained by the Project OCflcers, and approved by the SC t\.1r each 
Project. 

2. The receiving Party shall maintain any such Project Equipment in good order. repair. 
ancl operable condition and return the items in as good a condition as I-ccei,·cd. normal 
,,.Lar and tear excepted. The receiving Party shall pay the cost of damage (other than 
nonnal wear and tear) to or loss of Project Equipment. 

:1. All Project Equipment that is transferred shall be used by the recci\ ing P~1rty \lilly !'ur 
the purposes set out in the rele,·ant Project Annex. In addition, in accordance with 
;\RTICLE XII (Third Pany Sales and Transfers), Project Equipment'' ill not he rc­
transferred to a Third Party without the prior \Vrittcn consent oft he prcl\ iding Party. 

4. Prnject Equipment transfened to one Party under this Agreement shall be returned to 
the pro\ icling Party prior to the termination or expiration of this Agreement. 
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ARTICLE VIII 

DISCLOSLRE AND USE OF PROJECT JNFORMATIO~ 

I. Cieneral 

Both Parties recognize that successful collaboration depends on full and prompt 
exchange of inf<..wrnation necessary for carrying out each Project. The Parties intend to 
acquire sufficient Project Information and rights to enable collaboration on basic 
research, exploratory and advanced development technologies whose maturation may 
lead to the den:lopment of technologically superior ctn-ironmental protection systems. 
The nature and amount of Project Information to be acquired shall be consistent with 
the objecti,-cs stated in ARTICLE II (Objectives) and the Project Annexes to this 
:'.,.~rccment. All export-controlled information furnished by the U.S DoD. its 
Cuntractors. and their subcontractors pursuant to this Agreement shall be subject to 
the requin.:ments of the Arms Export Control Act, the lnternationallraftlc in Arms 
Regulations, the Export Administration Act, and the Export Administration 
Regulations.

~~- Disclosure: Project Foreground Information shall he made a\ ail able tn both 
Parties in accordance \\"ith the provisions ofth1s Agreement. 

b. l Jse: F~tch Party may use this Project Foreground infom1ation without charge 
ll)l its Governmental Purposes; however. if a Party intends to use the Project 
Foreground lnfonnation in a sale or other transfer to a Third Party. the provisions 
of ARTICLE Xll (Third Party Sales and Transfers) of this Agreement shall apply. 

3. Project Background Information 

a. Disclosure: Each Party, upon request, shall make available to the other Party 
any relevant int<..m11ation in its possession not generated in the perfom1ance of the 
Project. provided that: 

( l) The Project Background Information is necessary to or useful in the 
Protect. The Party in possession ofthe infonmttion shall determine 
whether it is "necessary to" or "useful in" the Project; 

(2) The Project Background Infonnationmay be made av<~ilablc without 
incurring \iabil i ty to holders of proprietary rights; and 

(3) Disclosure is consistent with national disclosure policies and regulations 
of the fumishing Party. 

b. Use: Project Background lnlormation fi.1rnished by a Party may be used by the 
other Partv for Project purposes only. 



4. Proprietary Project Information 

a. All propric:tary information shall be identified and marked. 

h. The prm isions of the Agreement to Facilitate lnterc kmge u r Patent Rights and 
rcclmic:tl Information for Defense Purposes, dated October -L I %2 het\n:en the 
l:.s. and Sweden ~hall apply to proprietary Project Information related tnth1s 
Agreement. 

5. Patents 

a. \:\"here a Party has or can secure the right to file a patent application \\·ith 
regard to a Project Invention, that Party shall consult with the other Party 
regarding the filing of such patent application. The Party having such rights shall 
in other countries, tik. cause to be filed, or provide the other Party\\ ith the 
upportunity to tile on behalf of the Party holding such rights. or its ( ·ontractors. as 
appropriate. pmcnt applications CO\Tring any such Project InventiOJl. Ira Party 
hmi11g 11kd or caused to be filed a patent application decides to stop prosecution 
of the app!JcatJon. that Party shall notify the other Party of that dec1sion and 
permit the other Party to continue the prosecution. 

b. Each Party shall be furnished with copies of patent applications filed and 
patents granted with regard to Project Inventions. 

c. Each Party shall acquire a non-exclusive, irrevocable, royalty free license to 
practice or have practiced, by or on behalf of the Party, throughout the \\'orld for 
Governmental Purposes. any Project Invention. 

cl. Patent applications which contain classified information, to be tiled under this 
Agreement. shall be protected and safeguarded in accordance with the :\grecment 
:\pproving the Procedures for Reciprocal Filing of Patent Applications in the US 
and Sweden, dated November 17, 1904. Insofar as possible, each Party shall 
extend to the other Party any relief tl·om patent infringement claims arising in the 
course of work perforn1ed under the Project that it may be able to claim on its own 
behalf. The Parties shalL 111 accordance with their national laws and practices. give 
their authorization and consent for all use and manufacture in the course of work 
performed under the Project of any invention covered by a patent issued by their 
respective countries. Each Party is responsible for handling all patent infringement 
chums made in its territory and to inf()nll the other Party of such claims and to 
consult\\ ith tilL: other Party during the handling and prior to the settlement of such 
claim~. 
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ARTICLE IX 

CONTROLLED INFOR!\lATION 

1. f:xccpt as otllt:T\vise provided in this Agreement or authorized in writing by the 
onginating Party, ( 'ontro11ed Information provided or generated pursuant to this 
:\t:rcement shall he controlled as follO\vs: 

a. Such information shall be used only for purposes authorized for usc of Project 
Information as specified in ARTICLE VIII (Disclosure and lise of Project 
lnformatiun ). 

b. Access to such information shall be limited to personnel whose access is 
necessary for the permitted use under subparagraph (a) abm c. and suhp:ct to the 
pro\ isions of ARTICLE .'\li (Third Party Sales and Transfers). 

c. l.ach Party shall take all lawful steps, \Yhich may include national 
classilication, to ket:p such information free from further disclosure (including 
requests under any legislative provisions) except as provided in subparagraph (b) 
above, unless the originating Party consents to such disclosure. In the C\cnt of 
unauthorized disclosme. or if it becomes probable that the information may have 
to he disclosed to a Third Party or a judicial body under any kgislativc provision, 
immediate notification shall be given to the originating Party. 

2. To assist in prO\'iding the appropriate controls, the originating Party \\!II ensure that 
Controlled Unclassified Information is appropriately marked to ensure Its "in 
conftdence" nature. U.S. export-controlled infonnation shall be marked as 
"International Traffic in Arms Regulations (ITAR)-Controlled" or "Expmi 
Administration Regulations-Controlled." Sweden does not have Controlled 
UI,classified Infonnation. The Parties shall decide, in advance and in writing. on the 
markings to be placed on any other types of Controlled Unclassified Information. The 
appropriate markings for all Controlled Unclassified Information shall be reflected in 
the Project Security Instruction. 

3. Controlled Information provided or generated pursuant to this Agreement shall be 
stored, handled and transmitted in a manner that ensures control as provided for in 
Paragraphs 1 and 2, abo\ e. Prior to authorizing the release of Controlled Information 
to Contractors, the Parties shall ensure the Contractors arc legally bound to control 
such information in accordance with the proYisions of this Article. 

4, TI-c pro\ isiuns of the .\grcement bel\vcen the Gon~mment of the l)nited States of 
.-\mcnca and th~: (iovernmcnt of Sweden on Interchange of Patent Rights and 
Technical Information lor Defense Purposes of October 4, 1062 shall also apply to 
any Controlled Information of a proprietary nature to this AgrecmenL 
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ARTICLE X 

VISITS TO ESTABLISHJ\JF:NTS 

1. Each Party shall permit vistts to its (]overnmcnt establishments, agenciL'S and 
laboratories. and Contractor industrial f~tcilities by employees of the other Party or by 
employees or the other Party's Contractors, provided that the visit is authori1ed by 
both Parties ami the employt:es have appropriatl: security clearances and a nccd-to­
kmm. 

2. :'\11 visiting personnel shall be required to comply with security regulations of the host 
P~1rly. Any information disclosed or made available to visitors shall be treated as if 
supplied to the Party sponsoring the visiting personnel, and shall he subject to the 
provisions of this Agreement. 

J. Requests tor ,·isits by personnel of one party to a facility of the other Party shall he 
coordinated through official channels, and shall conform with the established \'isit 
pmcedures of the host country. Requests for visits shall cite this Agreement and the 
ap:mlpriate Project as the basis tor the request. 

4. Lists of personnel of each Party required to visit, on a continuing basis. l~tcilities of 
the other Party shall be submitted through of1icial channels in accordance with 
Rectm-ing International Visit Procedures. 



ARTICLE XI 

SECURITY 

It is the intent of the Pat1ies that the Program carried out under this Agreement shall 
be conducted at the unclassiticd lc\·el. No classified infonnation shall be prm ided or 
gencr~ttcd under this Agreement. 
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ARTICLE XII 

THIRD PARTY SALES Al\D TRA!\SFERS 

1. The DoD shall retain the right to selL transfer title to, disclose, or translcr possession 
of Project Foreground Information to Third Parties when such Project Foreground 
Information is generated solely by the DoD in performance of its wurk allocation 
under ARTICLE Ill (Scope of Work) and does not include any Project Background 
Information of the other Party. 

2. ll:e S\\edish ;\nm'd Forces shall retain the right to selL transfer title to. disclose. or 
tr~ttlslcr possession of Project Foreground Information to Third Parties '.Yhen such 
Information is generated solely by the S\',edish Armed Forces in performance of its 
work allocation under ARTICLE Ill (Scope of Work), and docs not mclude an\ 
Project Backg:round Information ofthc other Party. 

3. Except to the extent permitted in paragraphs I and 2 ahoYe, the Parties shall not sell, 
tnms!Cr title to. disclose, or transfer possession of Project Foreground Information or 
Project Equipment to any Third Party, or permit such transfer, without the prior 
\\Tit ten consent ol· the other Party's government. Furthcnnore, neither Party· shall 
permit any such sale. disc\\)Sllre, or transfer, including by the 0\\!lCr of the Item, 
\\ ithout the prior written consent of the other Party's govcmment. Such cunsent will 
not be gin~n unkss the gon~rnment oftbe intended recipient agrees in writing with 
the Parties that it will: 

a. Not retransJer, or permit the further retransfer of, any equipment or 
information provided; and, 

b. Use, or permit the usc oC the equipment or information provided lor the 
purposes spcci lied by the Parties. 

4. In the en·nt questions arise regarding the origin of Project Foreground information 
that a Party intends to sell, transfer title to, disclose, or transfer to a Third Party, the 
m<ttter shall be brought to the immediate attention of the other Party's PO. If 
nc~-essary, the matter shall be referred to the SC for resolution prior to any sale or 
other transfer or such Project Foreground Information to a Third Party. 

5. The Parties shall not selL transfer title to. disclose, or transfer possession of Project 
Background Information or Project Equipment provided by another Party to any Third 
Party without the prior written consent of the Party which pro,·ided such ~quipment or 
information. The providing Party shall be solely responsible lor authori;ing such 
transfers ami. as applicable, specifying the method and conditions for 1mplcmentmg 
such transfers. 
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ARTICLE XIII 

LIABILITY 

1. Claims arising out of activities taking place under this agreement shall be dealt with 
as follows: 

a. The Parties waive all their claims, other than contractual claims, agamst each 
other, and against the military members and civilian employees of each other for 
damage, loss or destruction of property mvned or used by them. if such damage, 
loss or destruction: 

( I) was caused by a military member or ciYilian employee in the performance 
llf official duties, or 

(2) arose from the use of any vehicle, vessel or aircraft owned by the other 
Party and used by it, provided that the vehicle, vessel, or aircraft causing 
the damage, Joss or destruction was being used for official purposes, or 
that the damage, loss or destruction was caused to prope11y being so used. 

b. The Parties waive all their claims against each other and against the other's 
military members and civilian employees for injury or death suffered by any of its 
military members or civilian employees while such member or employee was 
engaged in the performance of official duties. 

c. Nothing herein shall be construed as waiving the claims, or suits of individual 
military members of the respective Departments of Defense, its civilian 
employees, or third parties that might exist under applicable law. 

d. Claims, other than contractual claims, not covered by paragraphs a and b, shall 
be dealt with by each Party in accordance with its national laws. Each Party shall 
pay just and reasonable compensation in settlement of meritorious claims for 
damage, loss, personal injury or death caused by acts or omissions of its military 
members or civilian employees when acting in the performance of official duties. 

2. Claims arising under or related to any Contract awarded pursuant to ARTICLE VI 
(Contractual Provisions) shall be resolved in accordance with the provisions of the 
Contract. 
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ARTICLE XIV 

Cl1STOi\IS DUTIES, TAXES AND SIMILAR CHARGES 

I. Customs duties. import and export taxes and similar charges shall be administered in 
accordance with c~1ch Party's respective laws and regulations. Insofar as existing 
national laws and regulations permit, the Parties shall endeavor to ensure that such 
readily identifiable duties, taxes and similar charges. as well as quantitative or other 
restrictions on imports and exports. are not imposed in connection with'' ork carried 
out under each Project. 

2. Each Party shall use its best efforts to administer customs duties. import and export 
taxes. and similar charges in a manner t~\vorablc to the efficient and economical 
comluct of the work. If any such duties. taxes. or similar charges arc lc\ied. the Party 
lil ''hose country they arc le,·icd shall bear such costs. 
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ARTICLE XV 

SETTLEi\IENT O"F DISPlTES 

Di;;agrec:mcnts among th~ Parties arising under nr relating to this Agreement shall be 
resolved nnly hy consultation between the Parties and shall not be referred tu an 
i ndi\ id ual. to an international tribunal, or to any other forum for settlement. 
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ARTICLE XVI 

LANGUAGE 

l. The'' orkin~ language for 1111plemcnting this Agreement shall be the h1glish 
language. 

" All data and mformation generated under this Agreement and its implementing 
Contracts and provided by one Party to the other will normally be furnished in the 
original language of the source material. 



ARTICLE XVII 

GENERAL PROVISIONS 

I. All acti\ ities or the Parties under this Agreement and its Project Annexes shall be 
carried out in accordance with their nationallmvs and regulations, includtng their 
CXJ10rt contrullaws and regulations. The obligations ofthe Parties \\ill hL' subject to 
thL· ani lability of ltmds for such purposes. 

2. In the c\ ent of a conflict between an Article of this Agreement and any hojcct ,\nnex 
to this Agreement, the Article shall govern. 
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ARTICLE XVIII 

AMENDMENT, TERMINATIO:"l, 
ENTRY I~TO FORCE AND DURATION 

1. This Agreement may b~: amended by the written agreement oCthc Parties. ProJeCt 
/\nnexes to this Agreement may be established by written agreement of the Pdrties. 

1 This Agreement may be terminated at any time upon the written ~1grcemcnt nl"thc 
Parties. ln then ent that the Parties agree to terminate this Agreement. the Parties 
'>In!! consult p1·ior to the date of termination to ensure termination on the most 
ecunomical and equitable terms. 

~. Any Party may terminate this /\greement or any Project Annex upon 60 days written 
nntit\cation to the other Party. Such notice with regard to a Project Anne.\ shall he the 
subject of immediate consultation by the Steering Committee to decide upon the 
appropriate course of action. In the event of such tenmnation, the following rules 
apply·: 

a The terminating Party shall continue participation, financial or othcm ise. unti I 
the effl.:cti\e date oftcnnination. 

h. Each Party shall pay the costs it incurs as a result of the termination. 

c. All Project lnfonnation and rights therein received under the prm i sions of this 
Agreement prior to the termination shall be retained by the Parties. subject to the 
provisions of this Agreement. 

4. Termination of this Agreement shall terminate its Annexes. Project Annexes entered 
into under the previous Agreement on Cooperation on Environmental Protection in 
Defense T\1atters dated I C)95 remain in force under this Agreement. 

5. The respective rights and responsibilities ofthe Parties regarding ARTICLE VII 
(Project Equipment), ARTICLE VfTI (Disclosure and Use of Project Jnfonnation), 
ARTICLE IX (Controlled Information), ARTICLE XI (Security), ARTICLE XII 
(T.1ird Party Sales and Transfers). and ARTICLE XIII (Liability). shall continue 
notwithstanding termination or expiration of this Agreement or its ProJect Annexes. 

6. This Agreement, which consists of the Preamble and 18 Articles. shall enter into force 
from the date of the last signature and shall remain in force for ten years. The Parties 
agree that this Agreement shall he automatically extended k1r additional ten (I 0) year 
terms. unless either Party notifies the other in writing one (I) year in athancc of its 
intention to terminate the Agreement.
